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A Display of 

New Mexico National Bank Notes

The rir^L iSalional Bank of Santa Fe has the histino 
tion of being the old eat bank in the Soul Invest* U was 
founded in loTff by Lucien B* Maxwell, a powerful I arid- 
owner and fionliersinan from Cimarron. P'^ew Mexico, 
who organized the bank with a ]>orlion of ibe money 
he received from the sale of his huge MaxwrdI Land 
Grant. 

Late in 196ib it was realized that the First Nalii>nal 
Bank of Santa Pe would be celebrating its cenlenniai 
anniversary in I97tb The thought occurred to the an I heir 
that the bank might be interested in having a display 
of National Bank Notes issued by it and other hanks in 
New Mexico as part of their celebration activities. After 
obtaining permission from the F resident. Mr. C* K* 
Skinner. Jr., and the Vice-President and Cashier. Mr* 
1). 1). Van Soelen. to proceed with [lie project. I began 
the search to obtain as many notes from various towns 
and lianks in New Mexico as possible to produce what 
may be the largest collection of New Mexico National 
Bank Noles ever assembled for public display* 

Nearly one hundred letters were written Ui liank presi- 
dents. retired bank personnel* and relatives of ex-bank 
officials in an effort to find these stance items. The 
people contacted were* for the most part* glad to help 
the project along and contributed a wealth of informa- 
tion pertaining to the early banking history of tlie Slate* 
Many collectors and dealers in paper money around tlie 
I nited Slates were also contacted to see what they might 
have available in New Mexico malerial that could be 
added to the display. 

The project was eompleletl a few weeks into 1970. and 
the display turned over to the First National Bank of 
Santa Fe for its use during the year. It is now located 
in the main lobby of the hank and has drawn people 
from all parts of the state to see it. Thanks to excellent 
pulilicity on the part of the bank* it is proving to be 
one of the highlights of the celebration. 

Of particular iiilerest lo collectors is the fact that notes 
of all three charter periods as well as I be small-size 1929 
series notes as issued by the First National Bank of Santa 
Fe are included in the display. The notes include the 
signatures of all presidents and cashiers of the hank 
during the note-issuing period, witii the exception of 
three. 

Other notes of interest in the display are: a third 
charter* red seal Territory of New Mexico $10 note from 
the Citizens National Bank of Roswell, sheet #1. that 
was carried as Identification hy the hank's cashier* 
Nathan Jaffa: and a third charter* dated back, territorial 
SlO note from the First National Bank of Lake Arthur 
til at has oil it the signature of the only woman l>ank 
official in the collection* Ida Hannmnid. as cashier* 


Several other hanks in the state have expressed interest 
in the collecliom so it is now intended that a (iisplay 
will he prepared lo circulate to these hanks and others 
that may desire lo have it for public exhibition. 

Other New Mexico notes have been discovered since 
I lie flisplay was prepared and will he added to the cob 
lection at a later dale* The search continues to turn up 
notes that were issued by other New Mexico banks for 
future use* The challenge has been a large one. but one 
that has proven to be most rewarding. 

It is felt that these bank notes help to tell a part of tlie 
history of banking in New Mexico. Many of New 
Mexico’s most proinineiil men helped to organize these 
banks* and their signatures on these notes tell a sinall 
and litlle-kmnvn portion of the story pertaining to the 
growth of a territory and state.

The picture of a $1 Silver Certificate, Series 1957B, 
^v’as published recently over the caption “A Poker Player’s 
Dream,” Strictly speaking, the caption referred to the 
certificate’s serial number. U22222222A* A rare num- 
bered note, indeed! 

This report deals wdth a note which could be termed, 
quite properly, "'A Note-Collector’s Dream.” While it 
undoubtedly means more to the present owner and the 
uriter than to most paper money collectors, few would 
spurn tlie perfect, black-and-white proof $3 Bank of 


America, Chicago, note. Proof notes on any bank are 
rare and in demand, as are most Illinois bank notes, and 
notes are sought by many collectors. 

What may not be so well known is that this note is one 
of only two extant notes on the Bank of America. Chi- 
cago, a fact of wdiich a number of knowledgeable collec- 
tors are aw^are. The other is a $2 proof, owmed by a 
prominent Chicago collector. Both notes came to light 
in the April sale of material from the Wismer-Osmun 
collection. 
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There have been three banks in Chicago by this name, 
hut the subject note represents the first of them, organized 
in mid- 1852 by George Smith and Elisha Willard, who 
together formed the important firm of George Smith and 
Company 1 1839). It should be noted that this note is 
payable ^*to A. Mitchell or Bearer/’ Alexander Mitchell 
was a key figure in the banking and real estate empire 
headed by the canny Scot, George Smith. 

Coming to America and Chicago in 1834, George Smith 
brought funds gathered from his friends and associates 
in Aberdeenshire. He w^as only 26 years of age and had 
only one goal— to make money for himself and his back- 
ers. There is no record as to the amount of money he 
brought with him from Scotland, but it was not great. 
Yet he used it wisely and secured more from the same 
source soon. 

The story of bis lonely life and varied business ventures 
is too involved to even touch upon here. He built a net- 
work of banking and financial establishments, supplied 
the Chicago-Milwaukee area with its only reliable cur- 
rency for some 12 years and, at just over the age of 50, 
left the scene of action and retired to London, The 
extent of his wealth was never revealed during his life- 
time, but when he died in 1899, his estate amounted to 
some 52 million dollars. In his nearly 40 years of re- 
tirement. he always dismissed the subject of wealth by 
saying, “1 have too much money.” 

The fascinating story, which reads more like a novel 
than a biography, is told admirably by Alice E. Smith 
I not related ) in the 1966, 208-page book George Smithes 
Moneys available at S4.50 from the State Historical Socie- 
ty of Wisconsin. 816 Stale St., Madison, Wis. 53706, 
(About a year ago Miss Smith advised the writer that she 
had no knowledge of any extant notes of George Smith’s 
Bank of America, Chicago,)

Sequential and Dovetail Blocks

changes in printing schedules referred io here are thos4^ 
of I he third tJroeess overprint will: specific reference !(i 
the applicalion of serial numlicrs. Sucli cliajigcs fiave re- 
sulted in the definite tei mi nation of a block In one series 
and the immediate commencettieiU of tire same l>lock in 
the next series. The same is true of flitfci cal issues in the 
same series. Other cliariges have iiceii fourul to he 
indefinite, willi ranges of serial numhers in the varitms 
series or issues overlapping as switches are made Inick 
and forth between them. In either case, it is pt^ssilde to 
collect the notes of the various series in the block so that 
each successive note has a higher serial number llian tlie 
tueceding one. Collecting m this manner is not dillicull. 
in most cases, and adds considerable interest to the task. 

Any block, common to two or more series or issues, the 
notes of which may he collected in order of the 
series with eacfi note having a progressiv ely higher serial 
11 umber is called a ^"Seiiuential Block/" Exaniphs of oiie- 
dollar Silver Certificates of ihis type are as ft>llovvs:

By referring to Table L it w ill be observed that a collec- 
tion of notes of the above Star-B block forms a five-note 
sequential block with serial numbers in order, starling 
with the lowest number of the sequence in I lie earliest 
.i^ertes and ending with the highest numlier of the set]uerice 
in the latest series. Serial numbers in llie column on the 
light of the table are taken from actual notes in the 
aulbor^s collection, as are the examples in Table II and 
I he illustration. In our present knowledge of the serial 
number ranges of this particular block, it would be prac- 
tically impossilde to collect these five notes not in se- 
quence. 

A more diflicull example of a sequential block in the 
one-dollar notes is the six-note Stai-A block <d Series 
1928 to 1928E. In this case, the observed serial numlier 
ranges are all overlapping, which makes possilile numhers 
in each series that are lower than the highest number in 
the preceding series and higher than tlie lowest ones in 
the subsequent series. This situation requires more dil- 
igence in selecting the serial number in each series w liicft 
wilt result in an acceptable sequence. 

Any block, common to three or more series or issues, 
the notes of which may he coUecled in sequence to re- 
tied the chronological changes l>ack and forth between 


I he series or issues, is called a “Dovetail Block." I’liis is 
due to the resemlilance of the notes in tlie sequence to the 
mortise and ten non of the dovetail joint in carpentry. 
Collecting in tins manner provides an interesting, and 
even more satisfying, variation of the sequential block. 
.Such 1 docks may occur in changes from one series Iri 
anoilier or in changes between regular and speeial issues 
in the same scj ie.«i. Usually, in sequences of this type, a 
predetermined number of notes is printed in one series or 
issue, after wliieh an alnupl change is made to itie next 
group. When the retiuired number of notes lias been 
printed in the second group, printing is lesumed in the 
originating series or issue, or it may proceed to the third 
group, and so on. Examples of one-dollar Silver Uertif- 
icates of this type are as follows:

ddie above B-J block is the most celebrated of the 
dm el ail blocks in the one-dollar lujtes. In this instance, 
it was the intention to terminate Series 19.^5F after 54.* 
lltKJ.OOn notes bail been printed in this block aiul then 
pificeed with the printing of Series 19.35G to cc*mjdeLe 
the block. But. after 17,640.000 notes had been printed 
in Series 1935G. it was discovered that .360,000 notes, 
already processed for Series 19.35 K except for the third 
process overprint, had l)een overlooked. Series 1935G 
schedules were, thereupon, interrupted long enough to 
fiiitsh the Series I935r notes. On completion of these 
waywaixf notes, printing was resumed on the remaining 
2fi.t)f)(),000 notes to complete the block in Series 1935G. 

11 in hlofk letter collecLor will readily recognize lljaL, in- 
stead of retiuiring only one note in Series L935F and 
tijie in Series 1935C to complete the B-.l block, he must 
have two in each series, with serial nu miners falling in 
ranges shown in Table II. 

Another, and even more impressive, group ot one-dollar 
dovetail I docks is to he found in Series 1935 A w hen 
interruptions octmrred in printing schedules by the inter- 
jection of special issues into the program. The first in- 
terruption came in 1943 when printing of the regular 
issue in tlie Y-B block was suspended to print the first al- 
IcPment of the Hawaii Emergency Issue, Here, 68,628.000 
notes of the regular issue were printed in the block, after 
wliich the presses were modified io overprint 3,000.000 
Hawaii Emergency notes with the brown Treasury Seal 
and serial numbers Y 68628001 B to Y 71628000 B, and the 
word “HawaiT’ on the front and hack. Following the 
printing of the Emergency Issue, printing w^as resumed 
oil the remaining 28.372.000 regular notes I serial num- 
bers Y7 1 62800 IB to Y99999999B I in that block.

Tlie second interruplion occurred in the foliovving Z‘B 
block but. in this case, after 99.000*000 notes had been 
printed in the regular issue, a change was made to print

In addition to the Hawaii Emergency Issue, the North 
Africa Emergency Issue anil the Tliird Experi menial Is- 
sue were printed during this period* Other two-note 
sequential changes due to these three special issues oc- 
curred in blocks A-C and R-C. and dovetailing changes 
were made in blocks B-C. C-C, F-C. 1-C* L-C. P-C and S-C 
during this cycle of Series as summarized in Table

A ph olograph of a complete set of notes in the S-C 
block of Series 1935A has been furnished also to illus- 
trate how much more interesting and effectii^e this method 
of collecting is than nier<dy obtaining a single n<qe of 
each issue in each block. 

A counterpart of ihis collation in the regular notes of 
the S-C block is to be found in the Star-A block of Series 
1935 and 1935A. In this instance, ii will be noted that 
the changes are not as precise as in tbe C-suffix blocks in 
Series 1935 A. previously discussed. The ranges of serial 
numbers applied to the Emergency and Experimental 
Star Issues are definitely known* but are overlapping 
between tbe North Africa and Hawaii Emergency Issues. 
And, too, there are regular issues printed between these 
two issues. Here the collector will have to exercise Ids own 
ingenuity. He will find it advantageous to obtain the notes 
of the speeial issues — ^the Series 1935-mQle, 1935A-mule, 
Hawaii* North Africa, red “R'’ and red “S’’ experimental 
stars — first* Then, knowing tlie serial numbers t*f these* 


be caji concentrate his search on the star notes of the 
regular issues having serial numbers between each suc- 
cessive pair of the special issues* Following this method 
wdll be found to produce an ascending sequence of serial 
numbers starting w ith the lowest serial number obtainable 
in live Series 1935 A regular star issue and progressing 
upward in logical steps through the various phases of 
the special issues and ending with tbe highest number 
obtainable in the Series 1935A regular star issue. 

Sequential and dovetail blocks are not confined to one- 
clollar Silver Certificates* but occur also in tbe five-doilar 
and ten-dollar denominations. In the five-dollar notes 
there are ten sequential blocks and Ave dovetail blocks, as 
follow :

The Free City of Danzig and Currency 
Depreciation, 1920-23

The port city of Danzig on the Baltic Sea was part of 
Germany up to 1919. In June 1919. after World War I. 
the Treaty of Versailles provided for the detachment of 
Danzig from Germany. Danzig was to f)e a free state. 
On INov ember 9, 192(L Danzig was proclaimed a free 
city iFreie Stadt Danzig}, as provided for in the peace 
treaty. It was placed under the protect icm of the League 
of Nations. 

L p to October 20, 1923, Danzig possessed no money 
of its own apart from a small amount of emergency 
rmniey ; the German mark was the normal legal lender. 
Danzig suffered- therefore, from the German hyper-inlla- 
tion which was running rajiipanl at the lime w ithout hav- 
ing any control over it. 

The shortage of money for commercial transactions was 
such in Danzig that on November 2. 1922. a law was 
passed authorizing the municipality to issue legal tender 
emergency mark currency. From time to Lime the limit 
of ibis issue was raised to keep up w ith the rapid rle- 
preetatioii of the mark during 1923. 

By May-June 1923 the inflation was stj severe that 
serious plans were proposed for a mf)nelary reform and 
the introduction of a new stable money. By Oi'toher 
1923. the new money, the guldcm vvas in I induced into 
Danzig, thus stabilizing its monetary system. Although 
the German mark was allowed to continue as legal lenrler 
up to January 1, 1924. the official money was the Danzig 
gulden. The mark was removed from circulation by 
January 1st and the gulden was then the sole legal money 
in the Free City of Danzig. 

To demonstrate the magnitude of the inflatiimaiy trend 
in Danzig in 1922-23, the table of figures below shows 
the growth of the authorized mark issues in Danzig from 
December 1922 to November 1923:*

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Paper Money Issued in Russia During 
World War One 1915-1918

L Romanoff Jubilee Postage Stamps Used as Currency 

During Wovlcl War 1 Russia* as other European Conn- 
tries* experienretl a shortage of exchange coins in eir* 
I ul at ion* In Russia the need to increase the amount of 
suhsidiaiy coins in circulation \vas evident before the 
nar* J lie governmciil in DUS decreed an increased out- 
pul of jnint silver coins from 8*675 thousand rubles to 
14.95t) tiiousaiid ruldes; in P)[4 l,42() thousand rnldes 
copper coins were added; in 1615* H7,5<I0 thousand 
rubles silver and 1.631 thousand rubles copper coins 
were pumped into the econoiny* Due to panic spread 
by action of the agents of the German General SlafL as 
the war took its course, people began hoarding coins; 
as a result* by midsummer of 1615* coins completely dis- 
appeared from circulation in many large cities, and in 
many towns they were scarce* To cope with this situa- 
tion the government decided to issue paper substitutes 
for metallic coins. Because a nee<l for an exchange media 
was urgent, it decided to use the KomanoiT Jubilee post- 
age stamp cliches for printing currency stamps* \ he 
pending issue of these stamps was announced in a Decree 
of the Minislry of Finance* dated September 25, (October 
7l 1615. Tile Decree is as follows: 

The Ministry of Finance, considsring the inconveni- 
ence caused to the public by the shortage of subsidiary 
coinage and the impossibility of the Mint immediately 
provitiing the necessary supply of coins, has in accord- 
ance with special dseision of the Council of Ministers 
dated September 25/October 7, 1215, and pending the 
preparation by the Mint of sufikient coins, ordered the 
issue of small-change stamps, in accordance with fol- 
lowing principles: — 

(1) SmaU-change stamps shall circulate on the same 
basis as token silver and copper coins. 

(2) Their design will be that of the Romanoff Jubilee 
postage stamps. 

(3) They shall be legal tender hetw'een private indi- 
viduals to the amount of thx'ee rubles for each 
tramsaetion. They will be accepted by govern- 
ment departments and public institutions to any 
amount, except in payment of custom duties, for 
which purpose they shall be subject to the limita- 
tions imposed on acceptance of token silver and 
copper coinage* 

(4) Snralhchange stamps shall not be accepted if the 
design of them is indistinguishable, or if the 
portion of the stamp remaining is less than % of 
the whole. 

(5) On the issue of a sufficient supply of small coin, 
age, the stain ]]s wdll be wdtli drawn. 

(d) This order shall come into force Immediately aftei- 
its receipt by telegraph.

I he State Bank and Post Offices posted it on tlieir hill- 
hoards and local newspapers w here I hey existed jn’inied 
|[ on front pages* 


Postage stamps of Ml. 15 and 26 kopeks denomiiiatians 
were typographed I letterpress 1 on thin cardlioard (0-16- 
6-15 mm, mean 6*127 mm. in thickness!* On the re- 
verse of the stamps was the inscription ‘UMEET KfTOZH- 
DENIE NARA VINE S RAZMENNOIY SEREBRENNOIY 
MOJNEd’On ’ — ''Having circulation on par with silver 
suhsidiary coiiP' and surmounted by the imperial eagle; 
all of this was in a rentangular* doulde-lined frame. The 
currency stamps w^ere issued in sheets of 160 and perfo- 
rated 13* They w ere t lis I ri hilled hy the state Treasury 
flirecL to llie luaiiehes of the state and private banks all 
over Russia and appeared in (ireulalion after Ntiv ember 
I* 1615. 

llesignaled otdy to snjjplemenl I he then circulating 
silver coins, the currency stamps completely displaced 
the coins within a few^ weeks. Tlie financial success of 
this measure was more than satisfactory* and the order 
was given to prepare the issue of i, 2 and 3 kopeks cur- 
reney .stamps of the same RumanofT Jubilee design of 
16J3* These denominations were issued in June 1616 
tnily; the cause of delay will be discussed later. The 
inscription on the hack irf the stamps reads ''IMEET 
KHOZHDENIE NARA VNE S MEDNOIY MONETOIY^’ 
— "Having circulation on par with copper coin.'* The 
imperial eagle and denomination ajxpeared in bold type 
above the inscription, and a rectangular, single-lined 
frame surrcninded ail of this. 

All currency stamps were printed in the same color as 
the corresponding values of postage stamps, hut in a 
slightly darker and duller shade* evidently to help postal 
clerks recognize them on sight if they were alTlxed to a 
cover as postage: such usage of currency stamps wa.s 
expressly forbidden by the authorities. Soon after the 
lower denominations appeared in circulation, evidence 
appeared cd the fraudulent tampering with the green 2 
kop. stamp to make it look like the olive-green 20 kop*. 
and with the orange 1 kop. to make it pass for the led- 
hrown 15 kop* Thereupon these two values were with- 
drawn from circulation to be surcharged on the face 
with large black numerals '"1” or *’2.” The currency 
stamps with those surcharges were not put into circula- 
tion until after the revolution. 

The Provisional Government s<mn exhausted the supply 
of these currency stamps and on September 21, 1917 
ordered a new issue of all three values. The first two 
values have large black numerals on the face, as before, 
and the 3 kop.. also as before* was issued without the 
numeral on the face. The reverse surcharge was changed 
drasticall) : the field* formed by a thick, single-lined 
frame* was flivided in half hy a horizontal line* and as 
a bow to the revolutionary spirit of the time, llie imperial 
eagle was omittcti and large numerals of value "2” 
and "IT' were inserted with the word "kopeiyka^’ for "1'* 
or "kopeiyki’' for "2’* and "3’' under them. The same

Issnerl only a 
mcinlh before the fall of I he Provisional Governmenl, 
this issue did not have a chance to be distributed through^ 
out the country and be used as exchange money* There- 
fore. in some circles of Soviet numismatists this par tic- 
ular issue is regarded as a scarce one because of its 
short period of circulation* InU all catalogues made make 
no diiTerential pricing. 

The Romano fT Jubilee postage stamps were designed 
by Richard Zariinsch* E* Lansere and J, Bilibin; the 
cliches were engraved by F* Lundin and J. Ksidas of 
St. Petersburg and Ferdinand Schirnbbck of Vienna— all 
of them artists and engravers whose names were re- 
nowned all over Europe* Their creations were highly 
acclaimed in philatelic literal me at the time. 


When the UomanolT Jubilee currency stamps appeared 
on the market in 1915* 191 C and 1917. all of them were 
listed in almost all the iheii-existing stamp catalogues 
and ate still listed in Scott's Standard Postage Stomp 
Catalogue. On page 1099 [1970 edition h the first issue 
of 10. IS and 20 kop* are listed as Nos* 105. 106 and 
107 respectively: tlie second issue without the surcharge 
on the face IL 2. and 3 kop* ► are Nos. 114* 115 and 
116: those surcharged with numerals on the face are 
Nos* 112 and IIH: and the third revolutionary issue 
of 1917 are Nos. 139* 140 and 141.

The CIA.de Real del Monte Y Pacliuca Notes 
for The Bank of Montreal 


By Maurice M. Could 


In June of 1*166, on a visit tc^ the International Coin 
Show in Los Angeles, 1 looked through a dealer’s stock of 
Mexican paper money, I noticed a few pieces with a 
large heading “Bank of Moiilrear' on them anti never 
having seen them before, I purcliased them. 

I tried to get information about these notes, Injt inosL 
l olleclors and dealers bad not seen tjr heard of them, I 
then started a correspondence with the Bank of Montreal 
and liave come up wdth the folhnving information on these 
interesting notes issued flu ring the early 1906 s* 

During this period lliere was a great deal ai political 
unrest in Mexico and revolulions; huge areas were under 
the control of various individuals who issued their own 
currejicy. In most cases this currency was of little or nc) 
value. 

It is impo riant to lujte that the Bank of Monlreal dirl 
not issue notes in Mexico, l>ut that the hills referred to 
were drawings by the Gia.de Heal del Monle Y i^iehuea* 
which was a well established company in Paehuca. This 
company had an arrangement with the Bank of Monlreal 
whereby the company would issue l>earer drafts drawn 
on its branch in Mexico City* These drafts were the furly 
“currency’’ accepted in Pachuca and the surrounding 
area for some years, ll was due to I fie slaj>ilily of ihese 
two important institutions that these hills circulated as 
“money” in Pachuca. 

The obverse of the hill lias the number* date, “Pa- 
ehuca,” “Bank of Montreal.” “Mexico”, “Please pay I 
peso of Mexican currency at legal exchange rate.” It is 
signed by the Director, The reverse liad the following 
printed in Spanish: “This check wdll he paid on sight, 
upon presentation* at the Bank of Monljeai in the City of 
Mexico, or at the offices of the Compania de Real del 
Monte Y Pachuca. providing that the amount of the jne- 
sen ted cheques will he of 50 pesos or multiples of this 
quantity, as ibe payment In tire form of chec|ues is being 


made in view of the extreme shortage of bills of small 
flenomiiiatioiis.” Also. “Pachuca, Felj, 2k 1915* the 
Mead admiiiislrator of the Revenue of ........ \ various \ 

in accordance with the article 246 of the conesptinding 
law puts on recoid that I lie duty which cones ijoiids to 
ibis cheque will he collected in cash according to certi- 
ficate ^6o whicli contains the Series ‘A’ of 201, 6t)l to 
6fMH)6; "C' of 1 to 6.000; ‘D’ of 1 to 3JJI)0 being the 
holder of this cheque, oliligerl to present to the Cia.de 
Heal del Monte y Pachuca vvilhin the date I various I 
counting from the date in order the corresponding stamp 
should he placed according to article 247, ffead Adminis- 
trator'.

All of the notes which I have seen to dale are rrr 1 peso 
or $1 denomination aird are dated either 1914 or 1915, 
Roth $5 and SIO notes are listtxl in the Mexican paper 
money catalogs, hut neither the museums nor the Bank 
of Montreal has specimens in these values* 

Some reverses have Mexican stamps on them, including 
blocks of four; these were probably used as revenue 
stamps. The actual size of the notes i have is SM 2 ' ^ 
arrd are dated early February 1915 to March 1915; some 
are in black ink and some in I'ed ink. The reverses vary. 

The Bank of Montreal no longer has any recorded in- 
formation on these notes in their archives. The infor- 
mation was obtained from officers who served in the Bank 
in Mexico in the J920’s* Thanks are due to Mr, J. Carroll. 
Assistant Secretaiw of the Bank of Montreal for his as- 
sistance. 

It is hoped tiiat more information will come to lighl 
Irom oilier paper money collectors and specialists.

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The Parker House of Boston Notes 

By Maurice M« Gould 


The intenialionally kramii Parker Hou^ie* Poston. 
Massachusetts, is one of the best known stopI>in^^H>]l 
places in the world. More than a hundred years okh its 
Parker Housti rolls are known from coast to coast. 

In 1 85k IJarvey L). Parker bought I lie Mansion House 
and then proceeded to tear the building down in order 
to erect the original Parker House. It is on the corner 
(T Tremonl and School Streets, in an area of Boston 
steeped with higtcjry. It is across the street front the 
famed King's Chapel and many other iujihiings whicli 
go back to tile time of die Revolution. The hotel opened 
its doors on April 24. It>S6 and was an immediate suo 
('CSS for Harvey Parker, wim was Inirn in a small town 
in Maine. This fanner hoy. like the liero of a Horatio 
Alger story, became a millionaire. 

It was during the Civil War when there was a sluirt- 
age of change that the Parker House issued its own paper 
scrip in four denominalious — .5c* H)e. 25c and 5f>c* fhe 
notes are dated Dec. L 1862* 

Today I consider them to he fairly scarce. There an^ 
a number of sheets in existence* ad punch-cancel led, A 
group of these appeared in Boston appn>ximaLcly 2tl 
years ago and, of course, have been absorlied in collec- 
tions* Now they are seldom heard of or oITercd. 

A number of years ago* for my own information. I 
caded the Parker House to find out if they had a set of 
these notes. They said they had them in their archives 
ami mentioned to me that the notes were still redeemable. 
They probably thought I wanted to redeem tluiii, not 
realizing that they w^ere wu>rth a considerable premium 
over face value. 

The Parker House was known by such as Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, who wTotc the following short poem 
about it: 

OLD PARKER HOI SE 

Turn half-way round, and let your look survey 
The white facade that gleams across the way. 

The many windowed huikling, tall and wise. 

The palace- inn that shows its northern side 
In grateful shadow when the sunbeams heat 
The granite wall in summer’s seorching fieal. 

This is the place: whether its name you spell 
Tavern, or caravanserai or holek 
Such guests! What famous names its reeorti boasts. 
Whose owners wander in the mob of ghosts! 

The Parker House barroom was a meeting place for 
the famous and annually made ^?U)0,lK)0 profit for many 
years during the period when the dodar was stable. 
Among the greats who would meet there were Raljdi 
Waldo Emerson, James Russell Lowell. Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow'* Oliver Wended Holmes* jolm Green leaf 
Whittier, Louis Agassiz and Nathaniel Haw thorn e. Wlien 
Charles Dickens visited Boston, lie resided at the Parker 
House and his suite became knovvn as the “Dii'kens 
Hoorn." 



During the Civil War the merchant scrip was wideh 
used ill Boston ami New England. Sometimes these jiieces 
were referred to as shin-plasters. I have seen fairly sub- 
stantial l ol lections of these small notes in denominations 
under one dollar, hut today they are becoming more and 
more dilficult to locate. 

I he Parker House is also known for the Parker House 
coin auctions. Some were held there many years ago: 
Horace Grant, the well-known dealer of Providence* 
Rhode Island, revived these auctions, and in recent years 
the Brom field Stamp Coin has followed the tradition 
liy havii^g numismatic auctions in tlie hotel, 

Wluai yon visit historic Boston, he sure to lake a walk 
along Trcinoul Street* going to the new Government 
Center and slop to inspect the historic area where the 
Parker House stands. If you should make this hostelry 
your headquarters, you will find prices slightly higher 
than they were in January of 1856 when the hill of fare 
offered “‘chicken soup* "'hoi led turkey with oyster 

sauce or roast beef. ivith “‘vegetables and all the 

trimmings” included. They also cooked to order game 
of all kinds, including venison, partridge* quail, black 
ducks and squabs. Wines were served in half and 
quarter pints; top champagnes were $1.75 and India ale. 
25c. A pint of cider seemed high at 12y^c* 

H you have any Parker House scrip, remember, it is 
si ill redeemable, hut I cannot vouch for how far it w ill 
go at today's inflaled prices* It would he hard to believe 
that the M prices existed if I hadn’t seen them with my 
own eyes on a menu in my possession from the Parker 
Mouse, a landmark of ye <4de and slaide Boston town. 


Swedish Pictorial Note of 1804 

Very early paper money usually was void of pictorial 
decoration and consisted of text, numerals and signatures 
only. However, a 14 shilling note of the Rixsens Slanders 
Rank ( Bank of the Estates of the Kingdom of Sweden ! 
has a colorless embossed seal at tlie top depicting a na- 
tivity scene with the star of Bethlehem.

Bank Signatures Overprinted on 1902 Series 
National Bank Notes by The Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing

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hi an earlier article in Papku MONEY iVol. No, 2L 
the writer pain led on I ihaL the Bureau overprinted hank 
signal u res on some PJ02 series National Bank nates be- 
tween fiscal years PJ27 and 102^^. L nlil this repurl. n<> 
one Piispeeled lhal any of this work liad Keen done at 
the Bureau. 

Due to a very fortunate set of cireunistances. signature 
overprinting can now be verified. During a visit with 
Morton C, Rice of the Bureau stall, the writer menlioned 
signature overprinting on 1902 National Bank notes, 
Mr. Rice was not familiar with this work hut Iris curiosity 
was aroused. He dug through the small supply of 
sample sheets of 1902 notes owned by the Bureau and 
much to our surprise came up with two with overprinted 
signatures. Both were on the Chatham Phcnix National 
Bank and Trust Company of New York, charter 1077B, 
and were as follows:

The OOOtHM) serials are typical of sample slieels. Hand- 
written in the margin of each sheet was the date No- 
V ember 2d, 1927, presumably the day the sheets were 
completed or delivered to the vault, 1'heie is no doubt 
that the bank signatures were ovei]ji inted because they 
were neatly and firmly impressed into the paper. It was 
also evident that the Bureau people were very proud of 
this innovation, as they had taken the lime li> prepare 
these samples. 

The Tip-off 

Signature overprinting on 1902 series Nationals was 
a totally unexpected discovery that unfolded when the 
writer fomicl the following entries in the Annual Reports 
of the Bureau of Bngraving and Printing for the years 
1927 through 1929:

The Notes 

Unfortunately, tiie writer was nol able to locate a list 
cjf notes issued with Bureau overprinted hank signatures. 
This is disturhing because it is dillicull, if not impossible, 
to dislingutsli a Bureau overprint from one expertly 
executed by a private contractor for a bank. It is ob- 
vious that the budget for the proiect was small. Only a 
few overininling plates were prepared, as is substantiated 
by the ''Materiak Expense” entries. 

Important to the eoileclor. however, is lire fact that 
overprinting is at least verified fm‘ some of the Chatham 
Phenix issues. This hank had a tremendous circulatioiK 
$6,199,99B in 1931. so it issued a correspondingly large 
volume of notes. As a large issue on a New' York City 
hank, these nrdes are in the ^Ylog house” class 1 recause 
tliey do not sell well. Conseciuently, a colleclor can ob- 
tain this unique variety for a very modest price. 

The variety is proven on 5-5-5-.S plate impress! oils 
liearing check letlers Q-R-S-T and 19-10-10-20 impres- 
sions liearing check letters J-k-L-D. The note shown 
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wiili this article is from plate 1). Residing in the eollec- 
tion of M. Owen Warns is an overpritited $2{} with serial 
0762H from plate C. 11 is note indicates that some im- 
pressions from the 104()‘10«20 plate Gdl I-C also liear 
the variety. 

When searching for tfiis variety on Cfiathajo Pheiiix 
notes- look for neatly printed signatures that are repro- 
duced ill glossy black ink on new t lutes. They must be 
identical to those shown on the mile accompanying this 
article. The title '‘Chatham Phenix Natitmal Bank and 
Trust (^inipany'* was used after March 16. 1925, Be- 
cause signature overprinting did not start until fiscal 
year 1927. only ahout half of the notes bearing this title 
will have Bureau overprints, Bven so, the number of 
notes with this variety .should he enormous. The writer 
estimates from observed serials that about one hundred 
thousand sheets were overprinted for the Cliatham Phenix 
alone !

Had it been, the financial growth and develop- 
ment of the country would undoubtedly have progressed 
much farther and faster tlian it did.

— The ‘"'School of Arts’’ at Toluca, Mexico designed and 
printed currency notes during the revolution in 1915. 
They are the Estado Libre y Soherano de Mexico, 20 and 
50 centavos and the one peso. They are not finely de- 
tailed. as undoubtedly they were au emergency issue de- 
signed and lithographed rather rapidly for immediate 
release. The school name appears at the bottom of the 
note on tfie obverse.

Perhaps the 1963B plates were engraved and set aside 
to await Joseph Barr's confirmation to the office of 
Secretary of the Treasury, at whicli lime tht^y were 
brxntghl out to print notes to fill orders from the New 
York. Richmond. Chicago, Kansas City, and San Fran- 
cisco Federal Reserve Banks, 

Or is it possilile that some technical problem intruded 
so that the Bureau had to use plates devoid of signatures 
at ihe same time as tlie signature-engraved plates of the 
1963B series, and thus cut plates as the situation de- 
manded ? 

An additional theory which has some plausibility is 
that the I963B plates were engraved before President 
Johnson had chosen Fowler's successor and held with a 
Ilia Ilk space for the new secretary's signature. Work 
on the normal blank plates used in the 1963 and 1963 .A 
series continued in order to fdl pressing orders from 
ceiiain of ihe Federal Reserve Bank.^. After Secretary 
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Barr'& appointmeiiL the plates (or iy63B were iiriishecl 
and pul inly use to print the notes for the hanks issuing 
the series. 

Whatever the reason for this unusual oecurreiice. this 
mixture of plate numbers in the Iransitioii l)a<:k to sigria- 
lure-engraved plates is t>f great inleresi lo tlie paper cur- 
rency collector, especially if he is concerned with be- 
ginning and ending plate numbers. 

Errors Are Where Y on Find Them

(i Utters, the white streaks left in a note whenever print* 
ing occurs over a wrinkle, are one of the most comnum 
paper money misprints. This error type is quite com- 
mon in all series of small notes and can even be found 
in relative ahuiidance on the large issues. Just Lo show 
that fractional currency has not been left out. look closely 
at the photo of this FR 1281. The largest wrinkle pres- 
ent is 1 32 inch wide and extends from the upper right 
downward to the base of the 5c stamp impression at the 
extreme right, A second, smaller wrinkle cuts through 
the lower rlghl corner, and several other barely discern- 
ible wrinkles occur on the right side of the note. The 
back is entirely normal, which indicates that the wrinkles 
occurred in the paper after the reverse was printed.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
1 1309-1363 I 

16th President of the L Jilted States i 1361-13651 

Lincoln was one of the truly "reat men al all time. Me 
preserved the Anierican 1 iiion during the Civil War and 
proved to the world that democracy can he a lasting form 
of government. LineoliCs Gettyshurg Address, and many 
of his other speeches and wTitljigs. are classic statements 
of democialic hellefs and goals. In conducting a hitler 
war. Lincoln himself never became hitter. He sliowed 
a nohilily of character vvhicli continues to grow in 
world- wide appeal. Lincoln was the first President 
elected hy the Repuldican party. 

His outstanding asset was insight. Lincoln realized 
at the beginning of tfie Civil War that the 1 nion must be 
saved. Lincoln's second great asset was his ability to 
express his convictions so clearly, and with such force, 
that millions of his countrynien made them their own. 
His thiiil great source of strength was his iron will, d’he 
Civil War had to be carried on until the Union was re- 
stored. At times, people in tile North wavered in this 
purpose. Liriroin never doubted that in the end the 
North would triumph. 

ULYSSES S. GRANT 
(1822-13851 

1 8th President of the United Slates j 1869-18771 

Grant commanded the victorious Union armies at the 
close of the Civil War in 1865. His success and fame as 
a general led to his election as President iii 1868. Dur- 
ing his military^ career. Grant led his troops with energy 
and determination. He developed great confidence in his 
own judgment and an ability to learn from experience. 
These traits also characterized Grant's tiolilical career. 
But the ciualities wdiich had brought him military glory 
were not enough to solve the nation's problems in the 
1 bid's. His enemies called him a poor President, ami 
historians have generally agreed. 

Grant was the first W'esl Point graduate to become 
President. His presidency was clouded by disgrace and 
dishonesty, partly because of bis habit of trusting per- 
sons who pretended to he his friends. Congressional 
investigations revealed widespread corruption in lioth 
state and federal governments. A severe financial panic 
in 1873 caused llie periple to react against Grant. To 
many Americans, he symbolized the confusion and cor- 
ruption of the times. 


STATESMEN 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN 
(1706-17901 

Publisher. Inventor, Statesman 

Franklin developed 77fe Feruisylvania Gazelfe into one 
of the most successful newspapers in the colonies. Long 
after his death, the paiier was reorganized as The Sainr- 
tiny Eveninp: PosL He achievixl even greater success 
with Poor Riclmrd's Almanac than with his newspaper. 
He wrote and published the almanac every year from 
1733 to 1758. The fame of this publication rests mainly 
on the wise and witty sayings that Franklin scattered 
through each issue. 

Many of these sayings preach the virtues of industry, 
frugality, and thrift, "Early to bed and early to rise, 
makes a man healthy, wealthy, and wise.” '"''God helps 
them that help themselves." *ile that falls in love with 
himself will liav^e no rivals.’’ 

As a scientist- and inventor he showed the world that 
ligfilning ts actually electricity. He invented bifocal 
lenses, the liglitning rkL and a stiive llial gave more 
heat on less fuel than other stoves. 

As a statesman Franklin stood in the front rank of the 
men who liuilt the United States. He was the only man 
who signed all four of these key riocii merits in American 
history: The Declaration of Inclepeudence ll776(, the 
'Ireaty of Alliance with France 117781, the Treaty of 
Peace with Great Britain 1 17831, and the Constitulion 
of the United Slates (1787 k 

ALEXANDER HAMILTON 
1 1755 or 1757-1834! 

Secretary of the Treasury, Statesman 

During the Revolutionary War Hamilton fought brave- 
ly in the Long Island and New Jersey campaigns. In 
March, 1777. he was made secretary to General George 
Washington and promoted to lieutenant colonel. 

In 1 782 and 1 783. lie represented New^ Y^ork in Congress, 
He was a delegate to th Annapolis Convntioii. which 
met in September, 1786, to discuss changes in the Articles 
of Confederation. Hamilton drew ujj a proposal at An- 
napolis calling for a convention of the states to increase 
the central government's pcj wers, In the resulting Con- 
slitutional Cem vent ion of 1787. Hamilton became a vig- 
orous spokesman for a .strong national goveriimeut. His 
papers supporting it, published in The Federalist and 
his speeclies in the New York convention, were strong 
influences in getting the Constitution adopted.

JOHN MARSHALL 

\ 1 755-lRHf5 I 

'^Tbe Great Chief Justice" 

Marshal]* appointed jiy President Adams. l>egaii his 
^reat career as the fouiih chief justice on January 3L 
1801, At that time tfie present relationship among the 
executive, legislative* and judicial branches of I lie govern- 
ment had not been estahlishefl. Nor was the relation* 
ship hetween the national government and the stales 
well defined* It fell to Marshall, as chief justice, to sobe 
these problems. 

In the famous case of Marhury versus Madison [ 1803 ) . 
Marshall established the power of the Supreme Court to 
declare laws unconstitutional. This doctrine whicdi we 
know today as the power of “judicial revieivT is n{>u 
accepted without question* But. if it had not been estah* 

I i shed, over strong opposition* the Constitution might 
have become the same kind of weak charter as the 
Articles of Confederation. 

-Marshall believed in a strong federal government to 
enable lire United States to act effectively as a nation* 
A series of bis decisions made this principle vital In 
McCulloch versus Maryland (1819), Marsliail upheld the 
power of Congress to create the I nited Slates Rank, In 
doing so. he laid down the principle of hroad inlerp re- 
lation of the federal powers. 

DAN ILL WEBSTER 

(178248521 

Senator, Secretary of State. Ora lor 

Webster was the best-known Ameriean orator and fine 
of the ablest lawyers and statesmen of his time. He 
gained his greatest fame as the champion of a strong na- 
tional government* 

W'hen Andrew Jaekson vetoed a bill for rechartering 
the Bank of the United Slates, Webster did his liesl to 
save the instilulion, but failed. Du l ing his last years in 
llie Senate* he opposed adding Texas to the Union, and 
also oi)posed the war with Mexico. He feared that the 
country might break up het^ause of a t|uarrel over terri- 
tories in the West. In a “Union-saving'' speech, he fa- 
vored the Compromise of 1850* and helped get it passed* 

He served as Secretary of State under three Presitients : 
W illiam Henry Harrison. John Tyler, and Millard Fill- 
more, After the founding of llie Whig parly in llic 
1830's. Webster liecame one of its tfip leaders. His 
W big friends thought he deserved to be l^resident. and lie 
ran as one of the parly’s three candidates in 1(136. 

HENRY CLAY 
( 1777-1852 \ 

Hep resen tat ive* Secretary of State. Statesman 


Clay was a leading Ameriean statesman for nearly 40 
years. He repeatedly helped hold the In ion together 
through compromises between the North and the South. 
He became known as “the Great Pacificator,’' WTth 
John C, Calhoun and Daniel Webster, he formed a ^"great 
triumvirate" of I nited Slates Senators* Their opinions 
largely controlled Congress during the second quarter 
of the 1 boo’s* Clay was the best loved of the three. He 
had a generous nalure, cliarming niamier, ready w it, and 
iiiijving eloquence. These qualities made him one of the 
most idolizcil public figures of his time. 

Clay enlerecl ihe I . S. House of Represfmtatives in 
1811* and was elected Speaker on the first day of the 
sessi<m. He w?as re-elceled to the House and to the 
speakersliip five more limes. As chief of “the War 
Hawks,*’ he arguetl in favor of the War of 1812 so 
strongly that some people called it “Mr. Clay's War.” 

He ran for President three times hut never won. He 
once said: "1 would rather he right than President,” 

JOHN C. CALHOUN 
11782-1850) 

Secretary 4 4 War and of Stale* Vice-President 

Callioun was a major political figure before the Civil 
War, He played an important part in national alfairs 
for 40 years* He served as a member of the United 
States House of Representatives and the Senate, as Sec- 
retary of War and of Slate, and as Vice-President. 

He is best remembered as the ihetsrisl of the doctrines 
of slates’ rights and nullification. His leadership in these 
doctrines helped inspire the South’s elTorl to achieve 
nati<mal independence in the Civil War* 

He felt that his lieloved South Carolina, and the South 
generally* were being exploited hy the protective Larifl* 
This favored the manufacturing interests in New England 
and protected them from foreign competition* Calhoun 
wrote the “Exposition and Protest” for his state’s legis- 
lature in 1828. It declared that no state was bound by 
a federal law vvliieh it believed was imconstitutional. 

His closing years in the Senate were marked by stnjng 
support of slavery and by encouragement of the annexa- 
tion of Texas. He opposed the Mexican Way and the 
Compromise of 1859.

Bank Checks as Mexican 
Currency 

By Ed Shtieker 

Bunk chec ks were used as legal currency during llie 
Mexican revolulion of 1914 due to the lack of Federal 
issues. Ill many cases the validily of these check notes 
was greater than that of the existing regular currency. 
They were emergency issues created to meet the demand 
and need of the lime. One typical special series was 
issued ill several denominations hv the Banco de la 
La guiia de Coahuila of Torreon. 

The Bank of London and the German -Soulhamerican 
Bank of Beilin were very active in Mexico during the 
revolutionary period. They both issued emergency hank 
checks for currency. These are the state of Coahuila re- 
leases on Banco de Londres y Mexico and the Deutsclv 
Sudamerikanische Bank (Berlin I, 


British Currency in Africa 

British-type notes inscribed East African Currency 
Board date from the establishment in 1919 of a common 
currency for British colonies in East Africa to replace 
the Indian rupee, German and Italian versions of it. and 
Maria Theresa lalers. The notes eventually circulated 
in Kenya. Tanganyika, Uganda. Zanzibar, Aden and 
Somaliland, as well as war-time Ethiopia. In June 1965. 
the newly independent states of Kenya. Tanzania and 
I'ganda jirovided their own central banks and currencies, 
thus sounding the eventual death knell of the EACH 
notes.
